'I'he I 'oni- 
niissii.ners of the .sinking l•'llnd di- 
rected the kee)>er to have all arehileet 
lo prepare plan.s. draw iiijj's, and esli-jheen 
male- for such hiiihlin^.s as are needed | 
and reipiired to ffive the neee— ary util- 
ity and security in future. The plan.s 
and e.sliniates have heen snhmitted to 
the Hoard, and have heen approved hv 
them, and are reeoynniended to the 
tienenil As-emhly tor adopiion. 

I'he los.-es sn.st.iined hv the accidental 
hiirniii.;' of pnhiie hnildin<;'s, n-iially if 
not iiniversiilly , has foiindatioii in the 
fal-e eeononiy which withholds the 
inean- ncees-ary to make iieriiianent 
and secure hnildin^s. 

'file e.\pi.'rienie of another year has 
fully demonstral.'d the utter inipraeti- 
eahilily of our militia system.
